1 , WATER  SUPPLY 

Complaints  of  shortages  of  water  were  received  during  May 
from  Hawes  and  Gayle  and  Sedbusk. 

PORT1  CD1 

Work  on  the  laying  of  a new  supply  to  Wort on  from  the  Askrigg 
Supply  commenced  during  the  latter  part  of  December 
SEDBUSK 

The  1M  main  from  the  collecting  tank  at  the  spring  to 
Sedbusk  a distance  of  320  yards  was  relaid. 


BUR TERSE TT 

The  1”  pipe  from  the  spring  to  the  reservoir  was  relaid, 
the  existing  pipe  was  found  to  be  very  corroded. 

ADDLE BROUGH  SUB-REGIONAL  SCHEME_ 

A Public  Inquiry  into  the  proposed  new  Addlebrough  Sub- 
Regional  Scheme  was  held  on  the  1st  June, 1948.  When  completed 
this  scheme  will  supply  Aysgarth,  Thornton  Rust,  Cubeck,  Bainbridge 
Woodhall  and  Askrigg* 

GENERAL  Hone  of  the  21  separate  supplies  to  the  various  villages 
and  hamlets  are  treated.  Bacteriological  examination  of  the  46 
samples  of  water  taken  from  the  various  supplies,  show  evidence 
of  intermittent  pollution,  due  probably  to  the  water  being  contam- 
inated by  sheep  which  graze  over  the  catchment  areas.
